4. Heavy penalties are laid on the sheriffs if they fail to comply 

with the law. v 3 

5. INo appeal is allowed from the decision of the county court 
justice of the peace, who enforces the act, except where a doubt 
arises whether the person is free or a slave. 

6. The guardians have the same power over the free colored 

people that a slave-holder possesses over his slave. The guardian 

is to prevent any person from trading with free colored people. In 
all respects, except as being property, free colored people are sub- 
jected to all the laws and restrictions to whcli slaves ar« liable ’■ 
The exceptions amount to nothing, of course. 

7. When vessels bring free colored people into Florida, they 
are to be put in jail, and the vessels must pay one dollar a day for 
their keeping. If they are not taken out of jail within ten day* 
and all costs paid, the sheriff must sell them for 99 years, and hav 
one-quarter ot the proceeds for his trouble!

Music iu Families. 

1. Music is a talent which every child 
has, in less or greater amount; a talent to 
be watched by parental care, like others: 
cultivated like others; and to be accounted 
for to the Giver, as for al! his other bestow- 
ments of talent. 

2. The early culture of musical talent 
in children, is a point of far higher im¬ 
portance than has ever yet been lully ap¬ 
preciated by parents. Let it be begun at 
the same time with the culture of all the 
other talents God has given to your chil¬ 
dren. 

3. The encouragement of the profession 
of teaching music, is an important duty ol 
parents and heads of families. Do not 
iook on a teacher of music, male or female 
in the use of the voice or of instruments, 
as seeking your patronage for something 
which is not an equivalent to the compen¬ 
sation asked. The livelihood of a good 
teacher of music is as honestly earned as 
that of a person in any other profession, 
which deals with the mind and cultivates 
the taste. 

4. The cultivation of both vocal and in¬ 
strumental music in families is desirable 
and wise. The same bountiful Providence 
who has given voices, has also led to the 
invention of instruments. The fullest and 
best development of musical talent, in the 
sons and daughters of a family, is made 
where both the powers of the voice and the 
skill of the hands are cultivated in this art. 
Give your son a flute, and your daughter 
a pianoforte or a guitar; and let them 
have instruction iu instrumental music; 
and let them understand that you wish and 
expect improvement through the means 
thus furnished. 

5. Music in a family is a means of domes¬ 
tic cheerfulness. A musical family will, iu 
spite of cares, perplexities, and even ol 
trials, be 6 cheerful family. Not gay—do 
I mean; for there are many points of dil- 
lerence between cheerfulness and gaiety. 
But cheerful in that sense of the term 
which implies good spirits, and freedom 
from what Robert Bums calls ‘‘carkir.g 
care;’ and by which needless depression of 
spirits and morbid melancholy are kept out 
of a family. You can have the sunshine 
of cheerfulness in your house, in the most 
rainy, cheerless, or wintry day which ever 
was, if you can have music. And if afflic¬ 
tion, by some trying providence, has caus¬ 
ed tears to flow, or aching ol heart and 
sorrowfulness of spit it, music, coming 
to the aid of divine consolations and the

About sixty miles north-east of Trebisond 
is the river Pbasis or Rione, near the moo 
of which was Colchis, which has been ret 
dered ever famous, by Ja.un’s Argonaut 
xpedition, in search of the Golden Fleec 

It was at Trebisond that the ten thousand 
Greeks, under Xennphtm, first beheld tb 
Euxiue, i n’t heir memorable retreat, after the. 
disastrous battle oFCunaxa on the plains ol 
Babylon, in which the young and anibitiou 
Cyrus was slain, while contending for th 
Persian throne, four hundred years before 
the birth ol Christ. 

The next principal port west of Trebisorit 
is Kerasount,—the ancient Ceravunt, o 
Cerasus, which was distinguished, at at 
early period, for its extensive trade, with the 
cities of the Archipelago, Greece, Assyria 
and Egypt. Xenophon states, that as a suf¬ 
ficient number of ships could not be procu¬ 
red at Trebisond, to transport his whole ar- 
my to Thrace,the sick and those above forty 
years of age, together with the women, chil¬ 
dren and baggage, were put on board such 
vessels as could be obtained, and 
travelled hy land to Ceravunt, where they 
arrived the third day, and embarked 
fleet which Itad been there collected for the 
purpose of transporting them to Byzantium, 

Ltieullus, on his return to Rome from his 
expedition against Miihr’dntes, brought cher¬ 
ry trees into Italy, from Cerasus, from 
whence they derived their name, or the 
from them. Tourefoot observes, that he 
found all the hills in the neighborhood of 
Cerasus covered with cherry trees growing 
naturally. 

Trebisond is the great enlre-porl of an ej 
tensive trade between India, Cashmere,Pei 
sia and Amasia and the numerous Russian 
and Turkish ports bn the Black Sea, as well 
as Cottstaniinople and the islands and cities 
of the Levant. There are valuable copper 
mines in Amasia, and large qui 
that metal are exported from Trebisond.— 
The forests afford ship limber of a superior 
quality, it being equal to our live oak in 
strength and durability. It is from that 
coast that the ship yards of Turkey and 
Egypt are supplied. The other exporlB are 
figs, raisins, ebony, box and various kinds

We find the following useful suggestion in 
a late English paper : 

“ It is well known that in a close stable, 
where there are a good many horses, there 
is a very pungeant smell affecting the eyes 
and nose, more particularly when the stable 
is being cleaned out. This smell is occasion¬ 
ed by the flying offof ammonia, which is the 
very essence and value of manure, and which 
volatilizes or flies off at a very low tempera¬ 
ture—even the warmth of manure in a stable 
will send it off, and it goes oft in great quan¬ 
tities by tile common heat of the manure in a 
farm yard, whether thrown up in heaps or not 
There is, however, a very cheap and simple 
remedy for this. Before you begin to clear 
out your stable, dissolve some common salt in 
water ; if a four horse stable, say 4 lbs of salt 
dissolved in two buckets of water, and poured 
through the nose of a watering pan over the 
stable floor an hour or so before you begin to 
remove the manure,' and the volatile sal’s of 
ammonia will heroine fixed salts front their 
having united with the muriatic acid of the 
common salt, and the soda thus liberated from 
the salt will quickly absurd carbonate of soda ; 
thus you will retain with your manure the an 
monia which would otherwise have flow 
away, and you have also a new and mot 
important agent thus introduced, viz. the cat 
honate of soda. As this is a most powerful 
solvent of all vegetable fibre, and seeing that 
all manures have to be rendered soluble be¬ 
fore they can act upon vegetation, it will be 
at once apparent that the carbonate of soda 
so introduced must he a most powerful and 
valuable agent.”
